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FOREWORD 



It is with very real grief that we report 
the death of Louis Dow Scisco at Washington, D.C. 
on June 9, 1956- Dr. Scisco received his A.B. 
degree at Cornell University in. 1888 and his PhJX 
(in history) at Columbia University in 1900. In 
1909 he accepted an appointment on the staff of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission where he was 
employed until he retired in 1939. He has con- 
tributed scholarly articles to a wide variety of 
periodicals in this country and Canada. He was 
buried at Baldwinsville, New York, the place of 
his nativity. 

Shortly before his death Dr. Scisco was 
elected an Honorary Member of the Columbia 
Historical Society. This highly coveted honor 
was bestowed upon Dr. Scisco in recognition of 
his work in planning and developing the Analytical 
Index to the Records of the Columbia Historical 
Society. Dr. Scisco was indexing Volume 37/38 at 
the time of his death. In his memory the Col- 
umbia Historical Society is undertaking to com- 
plete the index project and to publish the 
results. 
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
